No Appeasment 
of Russians in 


Straits Crisis 


Firm Rejection of Sov- 


iet Demands Sent by 
State Departments

Washington, Aug. 21—(AP) — 


The United States 
launched 
a 


carefully planned diplomatic of- 
fensive today against Russian ex- 
pansion into fresh areas of the 
Middle East and Asia. 


The master stroke was delivered 


with public announcement of this 
government's rejection of Soviet 
demands on the Dardanelles. 


The broad outline of the form 


the rejection would take had been 
known in advance, so the signifi- 
cance was in the readiness of top 
American officials to declare flat- 
ly, if privately: 


There will be no turning hack 


from this rejection—no "Munich- 
like" settlement with the Soviet 
Union over the strategic Middle- 
Eastern waterway. 


President Truman. Secretary of 


State 
Byrnes, 
Undersecretary 


Acheson, Secretary of War Pat- 
terson and Secretary of the Navy 
Forrestall all have reviewed the 
American policy on this basis. And 
they are reported to have agreed 
that it must stand absolutely firm 
unless the United States is will- 
ing to grant Russia a new slash 
of domination from the Dardan- 
elles to India and China 


Foresee Trouble If— 


Concurrent with the rolea.se of 


the text of the note, which is it- 
self diplomatically mild but firm. 
a high diplomatic official 
said 


that if the Russians insist on hav- 
ing bases in the Dardanelles to 
the point of trying to use force 
"it will mean very grave trouble 
in the world." 


This possibility was 
fully re- 


viewed by Truman and his state. 
war and navy chiefs at a White 
House meeting last week. 


The diplomatic

this account of the way American 
policy on 
the 
Dardanelles had 


taken shape: 


The United States has opposed

rights in the 


strategic waterway. 


Ever since, the Russians have 


sought periodically 
to

their Dprdanellcs privileges. Thus 
their latp.st move to gain some 
form of military control is based 
on a century and a half of Czar- 
ist foreign policy.

Moline, 111., 
Aug. 21.—-(AP)-— 


Pilot Captain James Steen and 
co-pilot -Marvin Fox of a cnar- 
terecl Trans-Luxury 
A i r l i n e s 


plane, were killed and 10 pas- 
sengers were injured, none ser- 
iously early today when the craft 
crashed a mile south of the Mo- 
line airport while attempting to 
make an emergency landing. 


The two crew members were 


thrown out of the plane. Steen 
was instantly killed and Fox died 
shortly after being taken to Mo- 
line Public hospital. 


Two babies who were among 


the passengers were unhurt. 


A passenger said one of the 


plane's engines caught fire about 
50 miles from Moline and that the 
pilot shut it off and headed tor 
the airport. He circled the field 
three times, the last time only 
a few feet from the ground. The 
plane was over the runway on 
the last round and when the pilot 
gunned the single engine a wing 
dipped and struck the ground. 
The impact split the plane in half, 
lurling some of the passengers 
to the ground.

Soap Will Be HardT 


to Get for Months 


New York, Aug. 21—(AP) — 


Soap will stay on the hard-to-get 
list for months to come, industry 
sources predicted today. 


Soap supplies are 
said to be 


lower than at any time during the 
war, 
and producers do not expect 


much improvement at least until 
tho first of the year. 


"Never before has the modern 


soap industry faced the scarcity of 
fats it does today." said a spokes- 
man who asked that his name be 
withheld. 


The current period of price un- 


certainty has aggravated an al- 
ready acute situation and in recent 
weeks 
producers 
have not been 


able to buy enough fats to meet 
thoir allowable 78 per cent of av- 
erage 1940-1941 use, he said, add- 
ing: 


Output has dropped to probably 


about half what the public would 
buy if the industry could get sup- 
plies." 


Other Terms of Contract 


The plaintiff asks the court to 


rule that the transfer of the busi- 
ness to a corporation is not the 
type of sale contemplated in the 
contract, and that he need not 
submit an offer to sell the busi- 
ness to Arthur Beier prior to the 
transfer for incorporation.

shall Tito, in a speech published 
today, stoutly defended Yugosla- 
via's course in which two Ameri- 
can planes have 
neen brought 


down in ten days, declared the 
country intends to insist upon its 
sovereignty and shouted that Yu- 
goslavia wanted peace, "but not 
peace at any price." 


Saying he had witnessed the

at Any Moment 


Washington, Aug. 21.— (AP)— 


Price ceilings on meat, ordered re- 
established by the decontrol board, 
probably will go into effect at re- 
tail stores about Sept. 3, an OPA 
official said today. 


This tentative arrangement, sub- 


ject to approval by the agriculture 
department, will put back retail 
ceilings on meat 12 days later 
than OPA previously had planned. 


While directing restoration of 


ceilings on meat, the price decon- 
trol board decreed that milk, but- 
ter, cheese, and all other dairy 
products should remain free of con- 
trols. 


OPA and agriculture department 


officials expect to set up by night- 
fall a definite time schedule for re- 
imposing the meat ceilings. Pre- 
viously, OPA had announced con- 
trols would be re-invoked at 12:01 
a. m. Friday. 


Gives Industry Chanco 


An OPA official said the revised 


plans would "give the industry a 
chance to clean out meat supplies 
acquired at higher prices during 
the period of no control." 


The decontrol board's restoration 


of meat ceilings brought varying 
reaction. 


The meat industry spoke of dan- 


gers that black markets might 
spring'up'again and that the pub- 
lic would find less meat to. buy. 


And the'CIO cost of living" cr/li- 


mittee said the decision to keep 
dairy products

"will bring greater inflation to the 
American people."

IS BLACK A JUDGE? 


Plain people believe we would 


be better off if Justices Black ana 
Jackson resigned from the Su- 
preme Court. 


This justifies a re-examination 


of the question whether Mr. Black 
is, or at any time has been, a 
member of the court. 


The point was thoroughly arg- 


ued by Senator Austin of Ver- 
mont at the time Mr. Black was 
confirmed. The Senate, anxious to 
do Mr. Roosevelt's bidding, and 
careless of its own responsibility, 
paid no attention. The point has 
again been forcefully argued by 
Mr. Alexander Lincoln, a leading 
member of the Boston Bar. 


The argument runs as follows: 


The Constitution provides that no 
Senator, during the 
time 
for 


which he was elected, shall be 
appointed to any office created or 
the emoluments whereof were in- 
creased while the Senator held 
office. 


On March 1, 
1937, 
Congress 


passed a law 
giving 
Supreme 


Court judges who have served 1U 
years the privilege 
of 
retiring 


from active service upon reaching 
the age of 70. Pursuant to this 
statute, Justice Van Devanter re- 
tired. 
Mr. Roosevelt appointed 


Senator Black to succeed him on 
August 12, 1937. 
j 


Up to that time, 'by statute,! 


the number of justices on the Su- j 
preme Court was fixed at nine. 
The Act of March 1, 1937, in- 
creased the number of justices of 
the Supreme Court, whenever any 
member went on inactive 
list. 


When Justice Van Devanter re- 
tired and his successor was ap- 
pointed, the Supreme Court Had 
ten members instead of nine. This 
tenth membership was therefore 
an office created during the time 
Mr. Black was a member of the 
United States Senate. 
* * * 


The printed volumes of the Su- 


preme Court Reports 
officially 


list the retired justices as mem- 
bers of the Court. In a tew in- 
stances retired judges have been 
temporarily reassigned to active 
service on the federal bench. The 
fact that total compensation to 
Supremo Court judges is greater 
now 
than before the Act 
) was 


passed seems in itself to prove 
conclusively that a new office has 
been created. 


is'ot only did the Act of March 


1, 39.'i7 create a new office but 
it increased the emoluments of

ing 70 years of age and having 
served 70 years can retire from 
active service and continue to 
draw his umlimimshed salary for 
life.

AGRICULTURAL L.1KNS 


A lien has been defined as a 


claim against specific property for 
the payment of a debt arising out 
of some service rendered to the 
property. In Illinois the legislature 
has stated that when persons rend- 
er certain services they shall have 
a lien against the tiling on which 
the service was rendered, until the 
charge is paid. If the charge is 
not paid, the lien may be fore- 
closed and the property sold to 
satisfy 
the debt. Examples of 


such liens are those given to a 
mechanic for work done on an 
automobile or tractor and those 
given to a materialman for the 
urnber purchased to build a house 
or barn. 


Because of their nature, some 


of these statutory liens have been 
designated as agricultural. In Illi- 
nois there are several such liens. 
liable keepers or persons keeping, 
arding. feeding or pasturing do- 
mestic animals for others have a 
ien against the animals for feed 
and labor. Threshermen. clover 
uillers. cornshellers and hay bal- 
ers have a Hen good for eight 
nonths against the crop threshed. 
Hilled, shelled or baled. Laborers, 
including farm hands, have pre- 
ferred or prior liens for wages 
in cases where the employer be- 
comes insolvent. The mvntrs "f 
stallions and jacks registered with 
the State Department of Agricul- 
ture have a lien for the service 
fee against the rnare or jennet and | 
the progeny. To secure the bene- 
fit of this lien, the owner of the 
stallion or jack must file with the 
countv recorder a claim for" lien 
in writing and under oath. 


When the commissioner of nox- 


ious weeds has to go on a person's 
land and destroy noxious weeds, 
the county has a lien against the 
land for the expense involved, and 
if the owner does not pay the ex- 
penses the lien can be foreclosed 
and, 
if necessary, the land sold. 


Similarly, taxes, drainage assess- 
ments and other public charges 
against property constitute liens 
aga.inst such property until they 
are paid. 


Farm landlords have a statutory 


lien for rent, existing 
against 


crops grown on the rented land. 
This lien will be discussed sepa- 
rately in a later number. 


The laws referred to above may 


be found in the Illinois Revised 
Statutes, chapter S. sections 25, 
27, 28, and 51-61: chapter 18, sec- 
tion 3, and chapter S2. sections 5S- 
59a.

All the noisy acrimony of the 


Paris peace conference thus far 
.has been concerned, with 
trifles 


'compared with a clash of wills be- 


(tween the western powers and 
•Russia which has been going on in 
the classical manner of diplomacy, 
behind the closed doors of foreign 
offices. 
The great powers are 


locked in a test of strength and 
nerves over one of the oldest is- 
sues of world politics, the Straits 
question, on to use the popular 
name, the Dardanelles. 


Since this involves one of the 


primary elements of world mas- 
tery and strategy, since it touches 
on one of the most cherished am- 
bitions of the Russian state for 
three and a half centuries and 
since it may determine control of 
the vital Middle East, there is a 
gnmness about this clash beyond 
anything" yet developed at Paris. 


The other powers involved have 


been pulling and hauling at the 
Straits question at least since the 
beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, some of them longer. 
But 


now for the first time the United 
States has declared itself in on the 
game. Nothing- m the postwar pe- 
riod has shown so significantly 
how far the United States has 
moved from the policies that guid- 
ed its international conduct during 
the period between the first and' 


second World Wars or so definitely 
emphasized the conviction of th 
American 
government that thi 


country can not remain aloof fron 
any contest involving a shift in 
world forces. 


Issue in Brief 


The issue is this: 
Russia has 


served demands on Turkey, the 
g-uardian of the Straits—besides 
the Dardanelles these include the 
Bosphorus and the Sea of Mar- 
mora—which neither Turkey nor 
the western powers find accept- 
able. 
These are, first, that the 


Blacfr Sea powers alone take over 
control of the Straits and, second, 
that Russia and Turkey jointly 
assume their defense. 


The Black Sea powers are Bul- 


garia. Romania, Russia and Tur- 
cey. Since the first two are now 
irmly in the 
Russia orbit and 


seem destined 
to remain there. 


Turkey would become a permanent 
minority of one in any Dardanelles 
councils. 
And the second demand 


.vould mean that Russia would 
nove in alongside Turkey in mili- 
ary occupation of the shores of 
he Straits. 
The junior partner
